Scveral persons who attended services today 
in the First Presbyterian churdh, 
were alarmed at a crack in 
the building, which they thought 
were caused by the earthquake. Their alarm 
was unpecessary, for the ciacks they pointed 
cut were produced ten years ago by the great 
cyclone which partly destroyed the church, 
Several reputable farmers from near Garner’s 
Ferry, in ‘the southeastern section of this 


county, déclare that in that locality the last 


shecks were far severer than the big shocks of 
the last day of August, and 
that they wrought considsrable 
damege te buildings. The negro churches 
have contained immense crowds of frightened 
negroes, aud “earthquake sermons’ were 
preached. Itappears to be the settled belief 
among the negroes thatthe recent seismic 
manifestations are premonitions of the end of 
the world, and, tothe neglect of al! worldly 
interests, they are eagerly looking for this 
momentous event. Nota few white poople 
sharethis feeling with them. They may be 
right, forall the scientists or theologians 
krow on the eubject. It is a safe belief at any 
rate. , 


CAROLRA’sH POLITICAL CANVASS. 


The Campaign Drawing to a Close, and the 
Democrats Masters of the Situation.

uninteresting one ever known. The demo- 
cratic nominees wili be quietly voted for by 
such electors as will take the trouble te go to 
the polis to perform the formal duty of cast- 
ing their ballots forthem. No enemies have 
shown themselves, and it is certain that there 
will be no opposition to the democratic ticket. 
There will probably be lively times in the 
“black district,” the only congressional dis 
trict in the state where the republicans will 
make a fight. The democratic nominee isa 
most estimable citizen of Beaufort county— 
Colonel William Elliott. His opponent is 
Robert Smalls, the negro congressman, who 
bas already served five terms, 

Smalls claims that he will be elected by an 
overwhelming majority, while his adversary 
makésa similar boast for himself. The dis- 
trict is largely republican; in fact so immense 
is the preponderance of negroes here that it 
bes been well ealled the “black disttic!.”’ Here- 
tofore this region of darkness has been given 
over to the blacks and they have been per- 
mitted, unmolested, to choose their own repre- 
sentative, because it didnot seem within the 
rapge of possibilities thata democrat could 
make a successful stand. Many wise and 
patriotic citizens of the state depre- 
cate =._ds the contest Colonel E illott 
is pow making to deprive the negroes of the 
privilege to select their own representative. 
They bave agreed among themselves not to 
oppose any of the democratic nominees in the 
other single congressional districts, and it 
would be fair and right for the democrats not 
to interfere with them in this district. But 
the state democratic executive conmittee 
thc ught otherwise and decreed that a contest 
sberld be made, What will be the result?

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TALMAGE’S SERMON 


PREACHED YESTERDAY IN BROOK- 
LYN TABBRNACLBE. 


ZTte Great Tabernacle Crowded with Greater 
Throngs Then at Apy Time in Past— Dr. 
Telmage Presches a Pow Sermon 
on “Christ’s Fin Work.” 


BRocKLyn, N. Y¥., October 24.—[Special ] — 
The thiongs in and sround the Brooklyn 
tabernacle. on Sabbath mornings and even- 
ings, are larger than at anytime during the 
seventeen years of Dr. Talmage’s pastorate. 
This morning the opening hymn was that be- 
ginning: 

‘Oh, could I speak the matchless worth, 
Oh could I sound the glorious forta 
That in my Saviour shine!” 

The text was John xxii, 4: “I have fin- 
ished the work which thou gavest me to do.” 
The Rey. T. DeWitt Talmage, D. D., said: 

There is a profound satisfaction in the 
completion of anything we have undertaken. 
We lift the capstone with exultation, while, 
on the other hand, there is nothing more 
disappointing than, after having toiled in a 
certain direction, to find that oar time is 
wasted and our investment profitless. Cuarist 
came to throw up a highwayon which the 
whole world might, if it choose, mount into 
heaven. He did it. The foul-monthed 
crew who attempted to tread on him could 
Lot extinguish the sublime satisfaction which 
be «zapressed when he said: ‘I have finished 
the work which thou gavest me to do.” 

Alexander the great was wounded, and the 
doctors coald not medicate his wounds, and 
he seemed to be dying, and in his dream the 
sick man caw a plant witha peculiar flower, 
azr@ he dreamed that that plant was put upoa 
his wound, and that immediately it was 
cured, And Alexander, waking from his 
éream, to!d this to the physician, and the 
physician wandered out until he found jast 
iLe kind of plant which thesick man had de- 
ecribed, brought it to him and the wound was 
healed. 

Well, the human race had been hurt with 
the ghastliest of all wounds—that of sin. I¢ 
» as the butiness of.Christ to bring a balm for 
that wouxd—the balm of divine restoration, 
in carrying this business to a successful issue 
-he difficulties were stupendous, 

In many of our plans we have our friends 
to Lelp us; ome to draw a sketch of the p! an, 
vutbers to help us in the execution. But Christ 
fought every inch of his way against bitter 
hostility and amidst circumstances all cAlcu- 
jated to depress and defeat. 

In the first place His worldly occupation 
was agesinsts Him. 1 find that he earned His 
liv<lineod by the carpenter’s trade, an oscu- 
pation always to be highly regarded ani re- 
spected. Bat you know, as well as I do, that 
inorder tosucceedin any employmens one 
mUect give his entire time to it, and I have to 
declare tha;the fatigues of carpentry were 
unfavsrable to the execution of a mis:ion 
which required all mental and physical facul- 
ties. Through high, hard, dry, husky, 
ineepsate Judaism to hew 8 way 
for a new ~and_ glorious dispen- 
sation was a stupendous undertaking that was 
enough to demend ali the concentrated en- 
ergics even of Christ. We have agreat many 
romantic stories about what men with physi- 
eal toil bave acoomplished in intellectual 
depertmernts; but you Know that after a man 
bas been toiling all day with adze, and saw, 
und hammer, piane and ax, aboat all he can 
cois to rest. A Weary body is an unfavorabdie 
sdypeet to a toiling mind. You whose up- 
nhnitcivg of ® kinedom, or the proclamation 
of a rew code of morals, or the starting of a 
ievolution which should upturn ali nations, 
coisa get some idea of tae iucokerence of 
Christ's worldjy occupation with his heaveniy 
mesion. 

ln bis father’sshop, no more intercourae 
was necefsary than is ordinarily necessary in 
bargaining With menthat have work to do; 
yet Christ, with hands hard from touch of 
teo!s of trade,,was called forth to becomea 
public speaker, to preach in the face of mobs, 
whilesome wept, and some shook their fists, 
apd tome gnashea upon Him with their teeth, 
an¢ many wanted Him outof the way. 

Jo address orderly and respectful assem: 
bisgesis notsocasy asit may seem, bat it 
reguizes moreenergy, and more fvurce, and 
more concentration to address an exasperated 
mob. The villagers of Nazareth heard the 
pounding of His hammer, but allthe wide 
reaches of eternity were to hear thestroke of 
His piri ual upbuilding. 

So aleo His habits of dress and of diet were 
agaist Him. The mighty men of Christ’s 
itme did not appear in apparel without trink. 
jets and adornments. None of the Cvsars 
would have appeared in citizen’sapparel. Yet 
here was a man, here was a pretended king. 
who always wore the same coat. Indoed it 
was far from shabby, for after he had worn it 
a jong while, the gamblers thought it worth 
seifiwg about; but still it wasfar from being 
an jmperial robe. It was a coat that any 
oidipary man might have worn on an ordina- 
1¥ cccasion. 

N-ither was there any pretension to His 
diet No cup-bearer with golden chalice brought 
Him wine to drink. On the seashore He ate 
fish, first having broiled it Himself. No one 
fetched Him water to drink, but beading over 
the well in Sumaria He begged a drink. Hs 
eat atonly one bancuet, and that not at all 
cum ptucns, for, to relieve the awkardaess of 
the bost, one of the guests had to prepare 
wine for the company. 

O.ber kings ride ina chariot; He walked. 
Ovher kings, asthey advance, have heraids 
ahead, end applauding subjects behing; 
Christ's retinue was madeup of sunburned 
fishermen, Other kings sleep under embroi- 
deicé canopy; thisone on a shelterless hill, 
Ricing but once, as farasl now remember 
on a coit, and that borrewed. 

Again, His poverty was against Him. It 
requires money, to build great enterprises. 
Mex of means are afraid of a penniless pro- 
jecior, lest a loan be demanded. It requires 
money to print books, to baild institusioas, 

‘o psy instructors. No wonder the wise men 
of Christ’s time laughed at this peaniless 
Christ. “Why,” they said, “who is to pay for 
this new religion? Who is to charter the 
chipstocarry the missionaries? Who is to 
pay the salarics ef the teachers? Shail 
wealthy Judaism be discomfited by penniless 
Christ? 

The consequence was that most of the a 
ple that followed Christ had nothing to lose, 
Wraltby Joseph of. Arimathea baried Christ, 
but hexi:ked no eocial position in doing that. 
it is always safe to bury a dead man. 
Zaccheus i1isked no wealth or social 
perition in following Christ, bat took a posi- 
tion in a tree to look down as He passed, Nic- 
od« mus, wealthy Nicodemus, risked notaing 
of +ocia] position in following Carist, for he 
shulked by night to find Him, 

Ali thia was against Christ. So the fact that 
be was not segulariy graduated was aginst 
Him. If a man comes with the diplomas of 
cclieges and achoo’s and theological semina- 
ries, and he has been through foreign travel, 
the world is disposed to listen. There was a 
man who hed graduated at no college, had not 
in any academy by ordinary means ‘earaed 
ibe alphabet of the language he spoke, and 
yet he proposed to talk, to instruct ia subjects 
which had confounded the mightiest intel. 
lects, John anys: “The Jews marvelled, say- 
ing, bow hath this man letters, having never 
leerned?” ) 

We in our day have found out thate 
without a diploma may know as much asa man 
with one, and that a college cannot transform 
a sluggard into a philosop cal 
seminary teach-a fool ce prone 
heed after the laying on of hands of the pre 
bytery isempty still, Bat it shocked all ex- 
iming prejad in those olden times for s 
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Men in mili life have done their 
wonderful deeds before thirty-three 
sge. There may be éx ions to it, 
most wonderfal exploits in 
bave occurred before thirty-three 
age. But asa legislator—no man 
cminent as a legislator until he has had 
years of experience. And yet the 
bearded scribes were expected to™bow 
in silence before this young legislator, who 
aromas sanhedrims and accused govern- 
men 

Aristotle was old, Lycurgus was old, 
was old. The great legislators of this 
have been old, Christ was young, All this 
wes sgainst him. If a child twelve years of 
age sbould get up in your presence to discuss 
great questions of metaphysics, or ethics, or 
polities, of government, you would not be 
more contemptuous than these gray-bearded 
ectibes in the presence of this young Ohriss. 

Popular opinion declared in those days: 
“Bieesed isthe merchant who has a castle 
duwn on the banks of Lake Tiberias,” This 
yourig man said: ‘ Biessed are the poor.’ 
Popular opinion said in those days: 

“Blessed are those who live amid statuary; 
and fountains, and gardens, and congratala- 
tions, and all kinds of festivity.” This 
man responded: “Blessed are they 
mourr.’ Pablic opinion in those days said: 
“Blessed is the Roman 6, the flap of wees 
wicg startles nations, the plange of whose 
irén beak inflicts cruelty upon its enemies,” 
This young man responded: “Blessed are the 
mercifal.” Popular opinion said: “Aa eye for 
an eye, a tooth foratooth.” In other words, 
if a man knocks your eye out knock his out. 
af a man breaks your tooth break his. Retort 
‘for retort; sarcasm for sarcasm; irony for 
‘ireny; persecution for persecution; wound for 
wound.

They. Jooked at his eye, it was like any 
other man’s eye, except perhaps more speak- 
ing.

Yet what bold treatment of 
subjects, what supernatural demands, what 
strange doctrine! They felt the solid earth 
under them, and yet Christ said: “I bear up 
the pillars of this world.” They looked as 
the moon, be said: “I will turn it into 
bloed.”’” They looked at the sea, he said: 
“T will hush it.’ They looked at the stars, he 
eaid: “I will shake them down like untimely 
figs.” Did ever one 60 young say things so 
bold? Itwas all against him. 

After the battle of Antietam, when a gen- 
eral rode along the lines, aluhough the soldiers 
were lying down exbausted, they rose with 
gicat enthusiasm and huzzacd. As Napoleon 
returned from his captivity, his first step om 
the wharf shook all the kingdoms, and twe 
hundred and fifty thousand men flocked to hig 
standard. Jt took three thousand troops te 
w:tch him in bis exile. So taere have been 
nen of worderfol etiem 
bhezr me while I tell you of a poor young 
man who came up from Nazareth to pruduce 
a thrill which has never been excited 
by apy other. Napoleon had around him the 
memories of Marengo, and Austerli'z, aad 
Jena; but here was a man who had fonght no 
baities, who wore no epauleties, wh» brad- 
iehcd vo sword. He had, probably, never 
seen a prince, or shaken hands witha nobdle- 
map. The only extraordinary person we 
knew ef as being in his company was his ow 
mother, and she was 80 poor thatin the mosé 
delicate and sclemn hour that ever comes tos 
woman’s sou), she was obliged to lie down, — 
camel drivers grooming the beasts of burden, 

1 imagine Christ one day standing in the 
streets of Jerusalem. A man descended from 
high lineage is standing beside Him and 

“My father was a merchant prince; 

had “a castle on the beach ig 
Galilee. Who was your fathe:?” Christ an- 
swois: “Joseph, the carpenter.”” A man from 
Athens is standing there unrolling his parch- 
ment of graduation, and says to Carist: 
“Where did you go to school?” Christ an- 
swere: “I never graduated.” Aha! the idea 
of such an unheralded young man attempting 
to command the attention of the world! As” 
well some litt‘e fishing viliage on Long [sland 
thoie attempt toarraign New York, Yet no 
sooner does He set His foot in the towns or 
cities of Judea than everything is in commo-~ 
tien. The people go onton a picnic, taking . 
only fcod enough for a day, yet are so fasei- 
nated with Christ that, at the risk of star 
they follow Him outinto the wilderness. 
nobleman falls down flat before Him and says: 
“My daughter is dead.” A beggar tries to rub 
the dimness from his eyer, and says: “Lord, 
that my eyes may be opened.” A poor, sick, 
panting woman presses through tke crowd 
and says: “I must touch the hem of His gar- 
ment.’’ Children who love their mother bet- 
ter than anyone else, struggle to get into His 
arms, and to kiss His cheek, and to run their 
finge:sthrough His hair, and for all time 
putting Jesus so in love with the little 
cnes that there is hardly 4 
nursery in Christendom which 
He does not take one, saying: ‘I must have 
them. I will fill heaven with these ; for every 
cedar that I plant in heaven I will have fifty 
white lilies. In the hour when I wasa poor 
man in Judea they were not ashamed of me, 
and now thatI have come to a throne I do uot 
despketiem. Hold it not back, oh weeping 
moiber lay iton my warm heart. Of sach is 
the kingdom of beaven.” 

Again, I remark, there was no organization 
in biis. behalf, and that was against Him. 
When men propose any great work they band 
tegether, they write letters of afreomen 
they ‘ake o:ths of fealt:; aud the more an 
ecmplete the organizasion, the more and 
complete the success. Here was Ose who 
went forth without asy organization and 
alone. If men had a mind to join in His 
ce mpany. al] right, ifthey hads mind not to 
join in His company, all well. Ifthey came 
they were greeted with no loud salutation; if 
they went away they were sent with no bitter 
avatbema. Peter departed, and Christ tarn- 

ard locked athim. That was all! 
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Blood. bat wheh the muscles are entirely 
withered no human power can restore them, 
and when a I'mb is ance dead it is dead, - But 
here is a paralytie—his hand lifeless. Christ 
saye te him: “Stretch forth thy hand,” and he 
stretches it forth. | 

In the eye in irmary, how many Grséases of 
that delicate organ have been cured? Bat 
Jesus says to one biind; “Be open,” and the 
light of beaven rusbes through gates that 
have never before been open. The frost or an 
sxe may kill « tree, but Jasas emices one dead 
with a word.

when wine gave out,could change a pail of wa 
ter intoa cack of wine? 

What humaa voice conld command a schoot 
ef fish? Yet here isa voice that marshais the 
scaly tribes, until, in a place where they had 
let down the net and pulled it up with no fish 
in ft, they let it down again, andthe disciples 
lay bold and begin to puil, when, by reason of 
the maltitade of fish, the net broke. - <3 

Nature is His servant. The flowers —he 
twisted them into his sermons; the winds— 
they were His iullaby, when He slept in the 
boat; the rain—it bang glitteringly on the 
thick foliage of the parables; the star of 
Bethichem--it sanga Christmas carel over 
His birth; the rocks—they beat a dirge at His 
death. 

Behold His victory over the grave! The 
hinges of the family vault become very rasty 
becanse they are never opened except to take 
another in.

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The Cotton Statement. 

The Financial Chronicle’s cotton state- 
ment for the week ending October 22d shows 
that the total receipts have reached 266,818 
bales, against 250,288 bales last week, 197,- 
166 balesthe previons week and 156,465 
bales three weeks since; making the total 
receipts since the ist of September, 1886, 
1,085,318 bales, against 1,120,430 bales for 
the same period of 1885, and showing a de- 
crease since September Ist, 1886, of 35,112 
bales. 

The exports for the week reached a total 
of =.147,722 ~=bales, of which 87,858 
were to Great Britain, 11,351, to 
France and 48,510 to the rest of the conti- 
nent. Below are the exports for the week 
and siace September Ist, 1886. 

The figures indicate a decrease in the cot- 
ton insight of 10,532 bales as compared 
with the same date of 1885, a decrease of 
186,305 bales as compared with the cor- 
responding date of 1584 and a decrease of 
430,855 bales as compared with 1885. 

The totals show that the old interior stocks 
have increased during the week 35,961 bales 
and are to-night 26,514 bales more than at 
the same period last year. The receipts at 
the game towns have been 9.621 bales more 
than the same week last year, and since Sep- 
tember ist the receipts at all the towns are 
12,766 more than for the same time in 18%5, 

The total receipts from the plantations 
since September ist, 1886, have been 1,22?,- 
779 bales; in 1885 were 1,265,762 bales: in 
24 were 1,270,656 bales. 

Although the receipts atthe outports the 
past week were 266,818 bales, the ac ual 
movement from plantations was 30s, 4%7 
bales, the balance going to increase the 
stocks at the interior towns. Last year the 
receipts from the plantations for the same 
week were 303,754 bales, and for 1844 they 
we: e 321,969 bales. 

The weather has in general been very sat- 
isfactory for crop gathering a‘ the sonth dar- 
ing the week. Picking has therefore made 
excellent progress, and themovement of 
cotton to market continues free.

Labor's Golden Age. 

We live in an era ofggood times. 

lf this is not the best age of the world, 
history contains no record of a better one.* 

Dreamers and sentimentalists talk aboat 
the better days ot the republic. 

Let us examine those better days a mo- 
ment. Professor Thompson in an address 
before the students ot Harvard has given 
ms many facts of interest. In 1793 laborers 
in the middle states commanded five dollars 
a mon‘h in the winter, and six dollars in 
the summer, with board and lodging. Sol- 
diers in the United States army received 
Shree dollars a month. A _ proposition to 
raise it to four dollars caused a Vermont 
member of congress to say that in his state 
men were hired for four dollars a month 
with board and clothivg. The fact was 
brovght out that in the northern states la- 
borers received the wages of common so!l- 
diers. In Rhode Island a good farm hand 
got three dollars a montb. 

In those days farmers received hardly any- 
thing for their produce. Butter sold at 
eight cente 3 pound, ani when it suddenly 
pose to ten cents the wives of farmers went 
and many of them be- 


came insone. Women were glad te hire out 
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woman anid girl together could earn only 
twelve céntsa day at the spinning wheel. 
They were glad to pick wool off the bushes 
and briars where the sheep had lef: it, aud 
knit it into mittens to make about a dollar 
a year extra money. 

In the cities was heard the cry of overpro- 
duction. Men were fortunate in finding 
work at from sixty to seventy-five cents a 
day,and the highest wages paid to wom:n was 
twenty-five cents. The poor diel of cold 
and starvation, fand little attention was 
paid to their wants, | 

As late as 1829 this condition of affairs 
was not materially improved. McMaster, in 
his history, gives these facts more in detail, 
atd his picture of life during the first forty 
years of our republic is gloomy in the ex- 
treme. After reading these cold facts the 
average workingman of the present day 
will not feel disposed to listen to labor agi- 
tators, socialists and demagogues, Instead 
of swelling the chorus of complaint. he will 
feel like breaking out ina song of thanks- 
giving. ‘This is the age of the worker, and 
it is the best and brightest that ever blessed 
our toiling millions. 


An Editorial Congressman. 

Amos J. Cammings, who was managing 
editorof the New York Sun, when that 
sheet was as brilliant and satisfactory in its 
news columns asit always has been in its 
editorial department, has been nominated 
for congress by the united Tammany and 
county democracy of New York city. His 
election is therefore assured, and, while it is 
a pity that so useful a journalist should find 
it agreeable to mix with the small fry poli- 
ticians who make Washington their head- 
quarters, we feel that his political ambition, 
if he has any, will be thoroughly satisfied 
with one term in congress. Indeed, we are 
of the opinion that Mr. Cummings, if he ac- 
cepts the nomination, will do so for newspa- 
per purposes—that is to say, he will take 
advantage of the opportunity merely to add 
to his knowledge of human nature. 

Mr. Commings once made Georgia his 
home. He lived, moved and-had his being 
whena boy, in the town of Warrentoa, 
and there is to be found in his writings aud 
in his personality'a distinct Georgian twang.

At half past 
one o’clock Symonds’s little eight-year-old 
dGanghter, who wasin bed with. her father, 
heard a noise down stairs, and, waking her 
father, eaid: “Papa, where is mamms; she 
hasn’t come to bed yet?’ Symonds gotout of 
bed and, going to the head of the stairs, 
struck a match and saw his wife and Bunn at 
the foot of the stairs. He gave a hurried 
glanceand thinking his wife,who isa small 
and rather delicate looking woman, was boing 
overpowered by Bunn, Symonds ran back and 
g°t a bigcavalry pistol, 48 calibre, and hur- 
tied down stairs, cocking the pistol as he 
went. When he got to the foot of the stairs he 
found that his wife and Bunun had retreated 
to the parlor. The room wgs dark and only a 
dim light burned in the front part of the hall. 
Symonds immediately aimed at Bunn and 
fired. The ball entered Bunn’s left leg at the 
groin and shattered the thigh bone. It tore a 
hole through the man’s thigh the size ofa 
silver half dollar. A struggle for the pistol 
eusued pending whieh an officer arrived and 
arrested Symonds. Bunn will die. Mrs. Sy- 
monds says she was assaulted by Bunn.

John W. Cromweil, a negro journalist in 
Philadelphia, has compiled an interesting exhibit 
of the business cor dition of his race in America. 

The Carolinas take the lead in the number of 
well-to-do negroes. North Carolina has twenty 
who are worth from $10,000 to $30,000 each, In 
South Carolina the negroes own $10,000,000 worth of 
property, In Charleston fourteen men represent 
$200,000, Thomas R. Smallsis worth $18,000, and 
Charles C. Leslie is worth $12,000. The family of 
Noisettes, truck farmers, are worth $150,000. In 
the city savings banks the negroes have $121,936.35 
on deposit. One man has over $5,000. He recently 
bought a $10,000 plantation and paid $7,000 in 
cash, 

In Philadiphia John McKee is worth half a mil- 
lion. Heowns 400 houses. Severdl are worth 
$100,000 each. 

The negroes of New York own from five to six 
million dollars worth of real estate. P, A. White 
a wholesale druggist, is worth a quarter ofa mil- 
lion and has an annual business of $200,000. Cath: 
erine Blackjis worth $150,C00, 

In New Jersey the negroes own $2,000,000 worth 
of real estate. Baltimore has more negro home- 
owners than any other large city. Nineteen men 
are worth a total of $800,000. John Thomas, the 
wealthiest, is worth about $150,000. Less thana 
hundred negroes in Washington are worth a total 
of $1,000,000, 

In Louisiana the negroes pay taxes on $15,000,000 
in New Orleans, and $30,000,000 in the state. lonie 
Lafon, a French quadroon, is worth $1,100,000. The 
Mercer Brothers, clothiers, carry astock of $300,000. 
Missouri has twenty-seven cit'zens worth a mil- 
lion dollarain amounts ranging from $20,000 to 
$250,000, 

The richest colored woman of the sonth, Aman- 
da Eubanks, made soby the willof h2r white 
father, is worth $400,000, and lives near Augusta, 
Ga. Chicago, the home of 18,000 colored people, 
has three colored firms in business, whose pro- 
prietors represent $20 000 each, one $15,000 and 
nine $10,000. The Eastlake furniture company is 
worth $20,000. A. J. Scott has $35,000 invested 
in the livery butines, and. is worth 
$100,000, including a well stocked 
farm in Michigan. Mrs. John Jones and Richard 
Grant are worth $70,000 each, A. G. White, of St. 
Louis, formerly purveyor to the Anchor line of 
steamers, after financial reverses, has, since the 
age of forty-five, retrieved his fortunes and accu- 
mulated $30,000. Mrs. M. Carpenter, a San Fran- 
cisco colored woman, hasa bank account of $50,000 
and Mrs. Mary Pleasants has an income from eight 
houses in San Francisco, a ranch near San Mateo 
and $160,000 in government bonds, In Marysville, 
Ca)., twelve individuals are the owners of ranches 
valued in the aggregate at from $150,000 to $180,000. 
One of them, Mrs. Peggy Bredan, has besides a 
bank account of $40 000.

| SOME EVIDENCES OF EDUCATION- 


AL PROGRESS. 


Greene County Providing for the Training of Ber 
Children--Dougherty Qounty Makes a Good 
Record The Situation in Talbott Geun- 
ty- Behool Notes from Barnesville, 


GREENESBORO, Ga., October 24,—[Speeial.] 
In point of education of her children Greene 
county will make as handsome a showing as 
any county, outside of those containing latge 
cities, in the state, The present term of four 
months is called the free term, and scholars 
are enrolled and taught at this period at the 
expense ofthe county. The fund for this 
purpose is the poll tax levied on all voters, 
which is used for no other purpose. In adili- 
tion to the receipts from this source the coun- 
ty has what ls known as the 

; GLENN-ALLISON FUND, 

This fand consists of about $8,000, which 
was donated to the county for school purposes 
alone by a philanthropic, but a childless citi- 
ven, named Glenn Allison. The money was 
loaned to the county for an indefinite period 
at ten per centum, and this interest largely 
swells the school fund and enables the free 
term to be held for a much longer period. 

The authorized teachers, whose scholars are 
entitled to the benefits of the school fund, are 
examined yearly by our board of school com- 
missioners, of whom Dr, J. M. Howell is pres- 
ident, and licenses are isened to them. 

The teachers are divideded into two clases, 
first and second grade, according to their pro- 
ficiency. The first grade teachers are allowed 
$2 per scholar per month, and the second 
grade $1 25 per scholar per month. 

The interest manifested in the schools all 
over the country is great, and the principals 
and their assistants receive the hearty suppor: 
and encouragement of parents. 

In the country at this season of the year the 
attendance is not as large as at othex times. 
This is due to the fact that the majority of the 
pupils are childrén of farmers. Just now there 
is much to be done on the farms, A hundred 
and one things are to be atten?ecd tu, aud pa- 
rents are compelled to keep their children a» 
home to assist them. 

IN GREENESEORO, 
which is the county site, and which has a pop- 
ulation of nearly two thousand, the iaterest in 
schools is daily increasing. The Greenesboro 
academy is not holding a session at thig time 
from the faci that the principal, Prof. T. C. 
Conaway, has just recovered from a long and 
serious illness of typhoid fever. The academy 
is @ Small building and is owned by Mr. C. A. 
Davis. There is a movement afoot, however, 
which will give us two splendid school build- 
ings within a shorttime. A bill will be pre- 
sented at the coming session of the legislature 
to issue bonds to the amount of $6,000, payable 
in twenty years at eight per cent interest, and 
the proceeds of the bonds to go to building two 
schoo! houses, one for tho white the.other for 
the colored citizens. When the people come 
to vote upon this issue more than two-thirds of 
our population will vote in favor of the bonds, 

At present there are two scnools in Greenes- 
boro, both operated upon the public school 
system, and both paid out of the county 
school furd. 

Mrs. Missouri Hall is the principal of one, 
The total number of scholars enrolled is 
eighty. The average attendance at present is 
about fifty, with a non-attendance of thirty. 
Mrs. Hall has anable assistant, and in addition 
to the lower studies the higher grade of an 
academic course is taught. 

Mrs. Mary Robinson has charge of the other 
school. She has fif;y scholars enrolled and an 
average attendance of forty-three, making a 
non-attendance of seven, Here the primary 
and intermediate branches are taught, and the 
school is conducted upon the public system, 

Among the colored people there is a larger 
average attendance. There are two schools 
conducted upon the public system, with an 
enroliment of 150 pupils and an average 
attendance of 100. 

AT UNION POINT. 

the greatest interest is manifested in the 
schools. The town has only lately erected, at 
a cost of about $1,500, an elegant school buiid- 
ing. Thisis fitted out with patent desks, 
maps, boards, and is one of the finest academies 
in this section. Professor T. C. Newton is the 
principal, and he is assisted by his wife, who 
has charge of the smaller scholars. Union 
Point has abong.gix hundred inhabitants; the 
enrollment of pupils is seventy, with an aver- 
age attendance.of over fifty. Next year, Pio- 
fessor Newton thinks, the attendance will run 
up to fully a hundred. Itis managed under 
the public system, and prepares scholars for 
admission to college. 

At Union Point there is a colored school, 
At present it numbers about ninety pupils, with 
an averages itendance of seventy. The teacher 
is a good one and succeeds well. 

STONEWALL ACADEMY, 

under Professor R. B, Smith, at Woodville, is 
another well managed and well patronized 
school. The building is a new one, hand: 
some and commodious, and was erected at a 
cost of about $2,500. The total number en- 
rolled is seventy five, with an average at- 
tendance of sixty pupils. 

Profeseor E. M. Cheney conducts a large and 
flourishing schoo] at Penfield. The building 
he occupies is one belonging to_the old Mercer 
university, and is worth probably $5,000. It 
ie of brick, handsomely furnished and fitted 
up with latest improvements inthe way of 
desks, maps, et¢. The citizens patronize him 
liberally, both during the pay and public 


terms. His school books show an enrollment 


| of seventy, with an average attendance of ‘ifty. 


There is a colored school at Penfield with an 


average attendance of fitty scholars.

AT WHITE PLAINS, 

the home of Dr. J, M. Howell, superintendent 
of the school board, there is one of the most 
flourishing schools in the county. It is under 
the management of Dr. Howell and his wife, 
and in addition to the higher branches, music 
is aleo taught. The community is one of the 
most solid, intelligent and highly cultured in 
the section, andthe school is an object of 
public pride, It receives a liberal encourage- 
ment, and has alarge attendance. At this 
time there is a fewer number of pupils in at- 
tendancethan usual, for the reason that I 
stated in the commencement of this article. 
The enrollment is about eighty, with an at- 
tendance of sixty. The school property is 
worth probably $2,000. 

There is a flourishing colored school here 
with an attendance of forty pupils. In addi- 
tion tothese public schools, which Ihave 
named above, there area number of private 
echools in various of the county which 
all receive a libe patronage, and have a 
good average attendance,

Talbot's Schools, , 

TaLhorron, Ga., October 24.—[Special.]— 
The people of Talbot county are, perhaps, 
taking more interest than usual in educational 
matters. They are seemingly rising to a 
nian sense of duty totheir children and are 
endeavoring to givethem the best possible 
advantages to more thoroughly fit them for 
the responsible duties of ci hip. 

In Taibot theréare something more than 
forty public schools taught for a term of three 
mcnthe,into which are admitted more than 
sixteen hundred pupils. with an estimate 
averege attendarces of fourteen hundred, The 
pay oi the teachers in theseschoolsis graded 
£0 that compensation from the public fand is 
riven according to qnalification. Mr. O. D, 
Gorman, cousty school commissioner, has 
managed the pnblic school system here in an 
admirably manner, to the satisfaction of the 
oe and with oredit to the system. Ho 

as filled the office for a term of years, 
and under his efticient direction, annually 
pays from 70 to 75 per cent of the entire pub- 

ic school accounts. -This is a capital showing. 
perhaps not surpassed by any county io the 
state where the general fund is not supple- 
mented. Ofthe forty public schools about 
seventeen are colored and taught exclusively 
by colored teachers. 

In addition to the forty short term public 
schools there are twenty private schools taught 
by texm from four to six months, These are 
ueually denominated “neighborhood schools,” 
and are taught at such times as the children of 
a Sr ming community can be spared from farm 
work. 

LEVERT COLLEGE, 


Talbot county boasts of an educational insti- 
tution, the name of which is not unfamiliar 
in educational circles. LeVert college has 
long been known throughout the state. Until 
about 1875 it ranked as oneof the foremost in 
stitutions of learning in all this country, and 
now.in almost every county ia the state, can be 
found some ofthe brightest and best women 
who point to old LeVert with pride, as their 
alma mater. Since the date above it has been 
operated successfully on the co-educational 
system, both sexes being admitted. 

But with its long and useful career, perhaps 
it never enjoyed a better reputation or occu. 
pied a firmer position in the hearts of the peo- 
ple than now. When the fall term of tho pres- 
ent year opened, Professor W. H. Woodall. 
late of Gordon institute, was at the head, ably 
seconded by his worthy coadjutor, Professor 
Robert A. Ryder. These gentlemen have, and 
are, laboring’ assiduously and are being sus- 
tained by a grateful people. The college 
prospers and the outlook grows brighter. 

Every department is thoroughly manned. 
The people of the town are opening their 
houses for boarding pupils. 


Progress in Dougherty. 

ALBANY, Ga. October 24.—[Special.]— 
Asa general rule the people of Dougherty 
county are keenly alive to their educational 
interests, and have used commendable 
efforts to promote the same. 
An examination of our schoo! statistics, kindly 
shown your correspondent by the efficient 
school commissioner, Mr. L, E. Welch, dis- 
closes the following fucts: 

This county sustains thirty. five free schools 
which are run according to the three months 
system. A reasonableamount of this number 
are for the benefit of the colored population 
and they have accomplished much good in re- 
moving the ban of illiteracy from this class of 
people. 

There are likewise in the country thirteen 
pay: schools which continue their exercises 
throughonit the term of nine months in the year, 

The schoo) population of the county, accord- 
ing to the last census, is 3.376. The total en- 
try of pupils is 2,021. Average attendance 

THE COUNTRY SCHOOLs, 

In the rural districts of the county the 
churches are generally utilized for school 
houses, and especially is this true of the evl- 
ored schools. In the city proper the school 
buildings, for both whites and blacks, are com- 
- eapypgk comfortable and substantial, 

fact some of them are orna- 
ments to our city. The Albany acad- 
emy, recently erected, is an elegant brick 
structure and is the outgrowth of liberal su»- 
scriptions from our public spirited citizens. | 
This institution of learning, under the splen- 
did and efficient management of Prof. G. J. 
Orr Jr... is now enjoying a prosperity which 
surpasses the most sanguine expectations of all 
parties interested. There are now 130 pupils 
in attendance atthe academy and others are 
mrogs & enrojling thair names‘ Prof. Orr, in the 
discharge of his duties as instructor, is ably as- 
sisted by two other competent teachers. Mrs. 
Sterne’s Female institute continues to pros- 
per and isa credit tooarcity. Diplomas are 
awarded at this institution and the prescribed 
course of study is very thorough. Mra. Sterne’s 
reputation as a teacher of exceptional abilities 
is by no means county bound, as she receives a 
liberal patronage from abroad. 

Besides the above enumerated schools Al- 
bany boasts of a select school under the super- 
ior management of Mrs, B. A. Collier,who is a 
lady of rare talents and a teacher of long ex- 
perience, 

Our splendid educational facilities are af- 
tracting considerable attention aud they are 
becoming potent agents in the augamentation 
of Albany’s population. 


Pike County’s Schools. 

BARNESVILEE, GA., October 24.—[Special. |— 
Barnesville, a town of 2,500 inhabitants, has 
long since taken her place in the front rank of 
towns noted for their educational facilities, 
and yields the palmto none except Athens, 
Oxford and Macon, The name of Gordon 
institute has become well known in Georgia, 
Florida and Alabama, and she has drawao pu- 
pils from the faraway states of Arkausas, 
Texas and Mississippi. 

This school was started fourteen years ago 
in a rickety wooden building near the railroad 
with Megszs.

PROCLAMATION. 

Grorela.—By HENRY D. MCDANIEL, Governor 6 
said State: 

Whereas, The general assembly, atits last session 
passed the following acts, to wit: 

An act toamend the constitution of the state of 

Georgia by striking therefrom paragraph 15, sec- 
* tion 7, article 2. 

Section IJ, Be it enacted by the general assembly 
of the state of Georgia, and it is hureby enac'ed by 
the authority of the sume, that the constitution of 
this state be amended by striking therefrom para- 
graph 15 of section seven (7), article three yy 
which reads as follows, to-wit: Paragraph XV. 
All special. or local bills shail originate ia the 
house of represeatatives. The kpeaker of the 
house of representatives shall, within five days 
from the or anization of the general assembly, 
appoint a committee, consisting of one from each 
copgressional district, whose duty it sball be to 
consider aud Consolidate all special and local bills, 
on the same,subject, and report the same to the 
house; and no special or local bill shall be read 
oi considered by the house untii the same has been 
reported by the committee, unlessby a two-thirds 
vote; and no bill shall be considered or reported 
to the house by said commitice, uniess the same 
shall have been laid before it within fifteen days 
after the organization of the general assembly, ex. 
— by a two-thirds vote. 

c. II. Be it further enacted, That whenever 
the above proposed amendment to the constitution 
shall be agreed to by two-thirds of the members 
elected toeach of the two houses of the general 
assembly, the governor shall, and he is hereby an- 
thorized and instructed to cause said amendment 
to be published in at least two newspapers in each 
congressional district in this state forthe period of 
two months next preceding the time of holding 
the next general election. 

Sec. 111. Be it®further enacted, That the apove 
proposed amendment shall be submitted for ravifl- 
Cation or rejection to the electors of this state at 
the next general election to be held after publica- 
tion, as provided for in the second section of this 
act, in the several election districts in this state, 
at which election every person shall be entitled to 
vote who 18 eatitled to vote for members of the 
general assembly. All persons voting at said elec 
tion in favor of adopting the proposed ameud- 
ment tothe constitution shail write, or have print- 
ed on their baliots the words. ‘‘For ratification of 
the amendment siriking paragraph 15 of section 
7, article 3, from the constitution; and all persous 
opposed to the adoption of the aforesaid proposed 
amendment shall wriie, or bave printed on their 
ballots the words, “Against ratification of tue 
amendment striking paragrapn 15 of section 7, 
article 3, from the constitution.’’ 

Sec. 1V. Be it further enacted, That the governor 
be, and he is hereby authorized and diected to 
provide for the submission of the amendment pro- 
posed in the first section of this act ‘o a vote of 
the people, as required by the coustitution of this 
state, in paragraph 1, section 1, of article 13, and 
by this act, and if ratified, the governor shall, 
when he ascert such ratification from. the 
secretary of state,to whom the returns «hall be 
referred in the same manner as in cases of election 
for members of the general assembly, to count and 
ascertain the result, issue bis prociamation forthe 
mene of thirty days announcing such result and
